While visiting the boys and girls in the hos-
pital, T learned the true meaning of the slogan
that is synonymous with all Shrine football games:
“Strong Legs Run that Weak Legs May Walk.”

When I walked into the girls’ ward and saw
a leg with no foot, I knew immediately what this
game was all about.

I looked away from that leg as quickly as
possible for fear that 1 would embarrass the pa-
tient, a pretty blonde about 15 years old.

By the time my eyes reached hers, I had a
sinking feeling in my stomach.

Carol game me a big smile and I gave it right
back to her.

I didn’t know what to talk about at first. but
I guess it went OK because she said she would
say a prayer for me just before the game.

As I left Carol, I noticed that dance music
was coming from the radio atop her bed stand
I turned to my guide, Hospital Administrator Mary
Jane Krantz, and said in a low tone:

“Gosh, that girl will never dance.”

Mrs. Krantz replied:

“Oh, she’ll dance—and soon. We're in the
process of fitting her with an artificial foot and 1
assure you, by the time she leaves us she'll be
able to twist.”

As 1 mingled with the patients, I realized
this game would be different than any I, or the
other North-South players, had ever been in be-
fore.

In addition to victory itself, all of us will be
playing our hearts out for the 60 children we met
in the Shrine hospital. They deserve nothing less
of us

The memories of the hospital are haunting.
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CYCLE ACE .

Even now, hours after my visit, I can picture
the broken youngsters for whom T will be play-
ing — Jacks and Jills, 1 might add, who got that
way without ever having a chance to go up the
hill to fetch a pail of water. I say that because
Mrs. Krantz told me that most of the afflictions
are congenital. That last word (congenital) is new
to me. Mrs. Krantz told me how to spell it, but I
had only to look around the ward to know what
it meant.

Let's take little Raymond, for example. He's
from Mexico and he had been admitted to the
hospital only two days before my arrival. He's
seven and does not speak English.

Raymond was very serious, and it wasn't un-
til T called upon some of the Spanish I learned at
Bellarmine Prep that T finally got through to him.
He has never walked. His legs, which were thrown
a “curve” by polio, are as thin as the crutches

that support him.

I remember Steve, too. He was the polite
one. Steve called me “sir” and he showed me a
lot for a 12 year old. He had a v-e-r-y strong hand
shake, one that was triggered from broad shoul-
ders. Like Raymond, however, his legs were coiled
and tender.
